Charles H. Tarbell, treasurer; Jacob A. Woodward, auditor, 
and Imogene E. Mason a member of the board of educa= 
tion for the term of three years. 

The school board organized with Ira R. Brown, chairman, 
and Frank O. Baxter, secretary. 

Circumstances compelled the resignation of Imogene: 
KE. Mason September 1, and Lucy D. Putnam was appointed 
a member of the board for the remainder of the school year. 

Three schools have been in session thirty-three weeks; 
two, thirty-two weeks; and one, twenty-eight weeks, mak- 
ing an average of thirty-one and five-sixths weeks for the 
school year. Eleven teachers have been employed. 

The average attendance figures eighty-six per cent., not 
quite as high as last year; sickness, however, accounts in 
a great measure for the difference. There are recorded on 
the registers four hundred and two cases of tardiness. We 
have found during the last four years a tendency to increase 
in this fault, and called attention to the fact in last year’s 
report. The increase this year, one hundred and sixty 
per cent., is unreasonable, and must so appeal to all. Many 
requests for dismissals have been made, and while we do 
not question their legitimacy, we do not feel that the free 
grant of such at all times, has been beneficial to school 
interests. We trust that a feeling of propriety on the part 
of the parents, will prevent any abuse of this privilege. 

In our estimation, success in our schools must depend 
largely on the disposition of the parents to aid in its attain- 
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ment. The auditor has called attention to the larger 
amounts paid for the tuition of several of the pupils attend- 
ing at Wilton, feeling that the report as rendered might not 
be generally understood. 

The appropriation of March, 1910, of $350 was insufficient 
to meet the demands of all tuition’ accounts, and the last 
financial year was closed with a balance still due for the 
Wilton tuitions. This had to be paid out of this year’s ap- 
propriation and the payments for the pupils noted neces- 
sarily cover more than one school year. 

Of our school money, there is remaining on hand $131.52. 
We would recommend the expenditure of this money in 
much needed reapirs. 

The estimate for the coming year has been prepared, 
with the idea that the intention will be to have a school year 
of at least thirty weeks. Provision of law makes this number 
of weeks necessary, if state aid is desired. 

We extend our thanks for the courteous treatment we 
have received during the past year.
